Arthur set to 
blow into town 


Atlantic hurricane 
season. Storm grew to 
Category 2 Thursday

“If the storm goes to the north of us, we should be 

on the windy side.” Meterologist Bob Robichaud 



The Canadian Hurricane Cen¬ 
tre says the first named storm 
of the Atlantic hurricane sea¬ 
son appears poised to hit Nova 
Scotia with strong winds just 
shy of hurricane strength. 

“If the track doesn’t 
change, I’m going to prepare 
for wind in Halifax,” said sen¬ 
ior forecaster Bob Robichaud 
Thursday afternoon. “I won’t 
be too concerned about rain 
unless the wind blows off 
some of my shingles.” 

Arthur grew to a Categoiy 
2 hurricane Thursday, with 
top winds of about 150 kilo¬ 
metres an hour. 

Robichaud says that means 
the system, expected to affect 


Halifax around midday Sat¬ 
urday, will be a strong post- 
tropical storm packing winds 
from 60 to 70 kilometres an 
hour with gusts of up to 100. 

Arthur threatened to give 
North Carolina a glancing 
blow on Friday, prompting 
thousands of vacationers 
and residents celebrating In¬ 
dependence Day to leave parts 
of the state’s popular but 
flood-prone Outer Banks. 

In Boston, one of Amer¬ 
ica’s signature Fourth of July 
events, the annual Boston 
Pops outdoor concert and fire¬ 
works show, was moved up a 
day because of potential heavy 
rain ahead of the hurricane. 

Robichaud said the error in 
the track on Thursday after¬ 
noon suggested the system 


could arrive anywhere from 
the Bay of Fundy to the ocean 
between Nova Scotia and 
Sable Island. 

He said that error will re¬ 
duce over time, but it will still 
be difficult to pinpoint where 
Arthur will make landfall. 

Environment Canada 
issued a tropical storm watch 
for Nova Scotia counties 
along the Atlantic-facing coast 
Thursday afternoon, and an 
advisory from the provincial 
Emergency Management Of¬ 
fice came soon afterwards. 

The advisory urges resi¬ 
dents to have enough non-per¬ 
ishable food and bottled water 
for 72 hours, and to secure 
outdoor furniture, garbage 
cans and hanging plants.

Arthur arrives in 
time to catch 
tee-offs, jazz test 

Golfers and music lovers 
across t±ie city are hoping 
Hurricane Arthur doesn’t 
create too much of a mess 
this weekend. 

The Web.com Tour’s 
Nova Scotia Open kicked off 
Thursday, and tournament 
director Grant MacDonald 
said a meteorologist is on 
site at Ashbum Golf Glub 
“monitoring the situation... 
up to the minute.” 

“We just don’t know if 
this is going to be a rain 
event, if it’s going to be a 
wind event or if it will be 
both.” 

The hurricane is 
forecasted to become a 
post-tropical storm when 
it crosses over the province 
Saturday with winds gust- 
ing up to 90 km/h. 

MacDonald said there 
could be two 18-hole 
roimds on the same day or 
a shortened 54-hole tourna¬ 
ment, “but even that is 
speculation.”

Festival was cancelled Wed¬ 
nesday, but the Halifax Jazz 
Festival’s artistic director 
said that event is waiting to 
call off anything. 

“We’re not that wor¬ 
ried.... It seems to be 
fading, and it’s supposed to 
downgrade to just a bunch 
of rain on Saturday,” said 
Laura (Lulu) Healy. 

Healy said the jazz 
festival will post its decision 
on the festival website Sat¬ 
urday, adding many shows 
have been held in the rain. 

The Atlantic Film Festi¬ 
val also moved its outdoor 
showing of Ghostbusters at 
Alderney Landing’s Feny 
Termini Park from Satur¬ 
day to July 12.

Outsourcing could keep 
you in dark longer: Union

A union that represents Nova 
Scotia Power employees is 
warning residents to be pre¬ 
pared for lengthy power out¬ 
ages caused by Hurricane Ar¬ 
thur on Saturday, because of a 
reduction in the number of line 


workers at the company. 

“We want to make sure that 
people are aware that even if 
we’re putting the power back 
on and there are delays, it’s not 
because we’re not out there,” 
said Andrea McQuiUin of the 
International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers Local 1928. 
“It’s because of the direction 
that Nova Scotia Power has 
taken.” 

NSP announced recently 
that it would contract out some 
services, including line inspec¬ 
tion and capital work, in an ef 
fort to cut costs. 

No layoffs had happened as 
of mid-Jrme, but the union said 


Thursday that 21 line workers 
had either left NSP or retired 
over the past year, and those 
positions hadn’t been filled — 
leaving 167 in-house line work¬ 
ers on the job. 

With fewer in-house crews 
available to respond on Satur¬ 
day, McQuiUin said it wiU be 
up to NSP’s contractors — em¬ 
ployed through the affiliate 
company Emera UtUity Services 
— to fill the gaps. 

“NSP doesn’t have the re¬ 
sources. I wonder whether Em¬ 
era Utility Services has all the 
resources required,” she said. 
“This remains to be seen, but 
certainly the number of line¬ 


men is fewer.” 

NSP spokesperson Neera 
Ritcey said the “robust” plan¬ 
ning process for Saturday’s 
storm started days ago with 
monitoring the forecast. 

She said the company is 
confident it has sufficient con¬ 
tractors and in-house line work¬ 
ers to manage outages, though 
she wouldn’t say how many of 
the roughly 170 NSP employees 
wUl be standing by. 

“There’s never reaUy one 
figure that you need in a storm. 
It can change, it depends on 
the needs of the storm, and we 
have sufficient resources at our 
disposal for that,” said Ritcey.

A Federal Court judge has 
approved a $ 38.6-million 
settlement for Canadian 
military veterans with dis¬ 
abilities who won a lawsuit 
against the federal govern¬ 
ment last year, lawyers for 
the veterans said Thursday. 

The veterans were ori¬ 
ginally awarded $887.8-mil¬ 
lion over the long-standing 
federal practice of clawing 
back the military pensions 
of injured soldiers by the 
amount of disability pay¬ 
ments they received. 

The latest amount ap¬ 
proved was for a settlement 
on the cost of living provi¬ 
sions in that agreement. 

The lawyers for the vet¬ 
erans said they found a 
miscalculation in the way 
the federal government de¬ 
termined the cost of living 
allowance for military vet¬ 
erans. 

The original class action 
was initiated in March 2007 
on behalf of representative 
plaintiff Dennis Manuge 
and other disabled Can-

adian Forces veterans af¬ 
fected by the clawbacks. 

The lawsuit started 
with 8,000 people, but the 
$38.6-million settlement 
includes another 6,000 vet¬ 
erans who were not subject 
to a wrongful offset of their 
benefits, but whose cost of 
living allowances were also 
miscalculated. 

Lawyers for the plaintiffs 
have said the cost of living 
issue wasn’t included as 
part of the original settle¬ 
ment because there wasn’t 
enough time and the two 
sides agreed to deal with it 
at a later date. 

Manuge has said the 
issue has been resolved fair¬ 
ly and reasonably.

'Funding will flow'. 

Deal, over 10 years, 
worth close to $6ooM 


Nova Scotia municipahties can 
count on the flow of federal gas 
tax dollars for at least the next 
decade after an agreement was 
signed in Halifax on Thursday. 

Justice Minister Peter 
MacKay signed the agreement, 
set to run through 2023-24, 
with Premier Stephen McNeil 
at Pier 21. Both spoke highly of 
how the 10-year, $580 milhon 
deal will help their home prov¬ 
ince deal with its infrastructure 
issues. 

“The funding will flow dir¬ 
ectly to communities,” MacKay 
said. “These are the types of 
issues 1 hear about when 1 talk 
to mayors.” 

“This is significant from a 
planning point of view,” Mc¬ 
Neil said. “The municipahties 
know the money will be there 
for years so it allows them to 


make plans they couldn’t have 
before.” 

In the 2014-15 fiscal year, 
the gas tax wiU amount to $53 
milhon, a shght decrease from 
last year due to the declining 
provincial population. The 
transfer amount is based on 
census data and could change 
when the next census is taken 
in 2016. 

The hst of projects that can 
receive gas tax funding has also 
expanded and includes eveiy- 
thing from roads and bridges 


to projects supporting culture, 
tourism and sport. 

Kentvihe Mayor Dave 
Corkum, president of the 
Union of Nova Scotia Munici¬ 
pahties, said that the funding 
is a critical source of support 
for communities that are often 
cash-strapped. 

“This is much-needed, 
stable funding for ah munici¬ 
pahties,” Corkum said, adding 
gas tax dollars have been used 
in Kentvihe for flood mitiga¬ 
tion and trail development.

Gas tax transfers wih now 
also be indexed by two per 
cent, meaning they wih likely 
keep pace with inflation over 
the 10 years of the agreement. 

While the announcement 
was largely a good news event 
for the province, McNeil ac¬ 
knowledged federal funding 
alone won’t be able to solve 
the province’s infrastructure 
needs. 

“No question,” he said when 
asked if municipahties need 
more assistance. 

Even so, McNeil made it 
clear that the long-term nature 
of the new deal would be a ma¬ 
jor help as municipahties plan 
for an always uncertain future.

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Aboriginal hires ‘a great first step’

Four new employees 
coming from Mi’kmaq 
training program 


Irving Shipbuilding says it is 
employing aboriginal work¬ 
ers who graduated from a 
Mi’kmaq training program as 
a first step toward recruiting 
more workers from minority 
groups. 

The company says four 
Mi’kmaq tradespeople are 
working on siding, clad¬ 
ding and roofing at the yard 
through a contract Irving 
awarded to Flynn Canada Ltd. 

Company president Kevin 
McCoy says Flynn won a 
$ 10-million contract for the 
work partly because it was 
making use of a program 
based in Sydney that trains 
Mi’kmaq tradespeople. 

“What we’ve got here is a 
great first step, and we want 
to highlight that and we want 
to remind the other compan¬ 


ies that this is possible,” he 
said. 

McCoy anticipates the 
shipyard will be hiring 
more Mi’kmaq tradespeople 
through the 21-week training 
program but declined to pro¬ 
vide a specific target or give 
a current figure for the num¬ 
ber of aboriginal workers in 
Halifax. 


Going forward 


The company says it has 
been keeping the Mi’kmaw 
Economic Benefits Office of 
Nova Scotia informed of the 
skills it needs to allow the 
agency to tailor training to¬ 
ward the shipbuilding indus¬ 
try. 

Irving won a $2 5-billion 
contract in 2011 to build Can¬ 
ada’s next generation of war¬ 
ships. 


Construction of the Arc¬ 
tic offshore patrol vessels is 
expected to begin next year, 
and the yard is building facili¬ 
ties for that project. 

Doug Flynn, chief execu¬ 
tive of Flynn, said he will con¬ 
tinue hiring from the aborig¬ 
inal training program. 

“We’ll certainly look at as 
many as we can,” he said. 


Jeremy Stephens, a 
22-year-old from Indian Brook 
First Nation, said he has gone 
from unemployment to find¬ 
ing work as a sheet-metal 
worker and roofer through 
the Mi’kmaq training pro¬ 
gram. 

“It’s meant a lot. I was do¬ 
ing nothing ... and I saw this 
opportunity and here I am,” 
he said, the Canadian press

The Israeli military rushed 
additional forces to its south¬ 
ern border with the Gaza 
Strip on Thursday, vowing 
to halt a growing wave of 
rocket fire from the Palestin¬ 
ian territory. Meanwhile, new 
clashes erupted in east Jerusa¬ 
lem in response to the death 
of an Arab boy who Palestin¬ 
ians say was killed by Israeli 
extremists. 

Israel said the show of 
force on the Gaza border was 
a defence measure. But per¬ 
sistent rocket fire raised the 
prospects of a tough Israeli 
response, with the military 
saying more than 40 rockets 
or mortar shells were fired 
from Hamas-controlled Gaza 
on Thursday.

Rescue workers using picks 
and shovels cleared rubble 
Thursday trying to reach 11 
miners trapped by a cave-in the 
previous day inside a wildcat 
gold mine in southern Hon¬ 
duras. 

The men were trapped 
about 80 metres into the old 
gold mine in the town of El Gor- 
pus, fire department spokes¬ 
man Oscar Triminio said. 

The mine partially collapsed 
shortly after 22 miners entered 
to search for gold Wednesday. 
Half were able to get out on 
their own, Triminio said. 

He said rescue crews were 


not using heavy machineiy 
because the mine “is unstable 
and could further collapse.” 

National Geological In¬ 
stitute director Agapito Rod¬ 
riguez said that oxygen inside 
the mine was scarce and that 
three miners near the entrance 
were getting oxygen through 
an air duct. 

He said those three had 
been able to communicate by 
shouting to rescue workers. 

Mayor Luis Rueda said there 
are more than 50 mines in the 
area, some of them as much as 
200 metres rmderground.

MacKay says there’s nothing 
the government can do to pre¬ 
vent Paul Bernardo from com¬ 
municating with a woman who 
is reportedly planning to many 
the convicted killer. 

“That’s not really an issue 
before the Justice Department,” 
MacKay said Thursday. 

“There hasn’t been an ac¬ 
tion. There hasn’t been pre¬ 
ventative steps taken to pre¬ 
vent contact.... We can’t stop a 
person from communicating 
through letters and emails un¬ 
less there is something that is 
seen as harassing or criminal in 
its intent.” 

Convicted killer Paul Ber¬ 
nardo is serving an indetermin¬ 
ate sentence for the slayings of 
two schoolgirls, a dozen rapes 
and more than two dozen 
other sex offences — but there

are stiU women who reportedly 
want to marry him. 

The latest is reported to be a 
30-year-old university graduate 
from London, Ont., who began 
corresponding with Bernardo 
last fall, according to QMl news 
agency. 

Corrections Canada declines 
to comment on individual 
cases. But Tim Danson, a law¬ 
yer for the families of the mur¬ 
dered schoolgirls, has plenty 


to say. “He should not be given 
any privileges,” Danson told 
Torstar News Service Thursday. 

He also said the woman 
who considers herself to be Ber¬ 
nardo’s fiancee needs plenty of 
help. “People close to her have 
to reach out to her and save her 
from herself,” he said. “Just the 
thought of it is disturbing.” 

Still, there are plenty of 
women who struggle to make 
contact with Bernardo through 
letters. One website for prison¬ 
ers’ families features a hot dis¬ 
cussion on whether it’s right 
to try to make contact with 
Bernardo. 

“1 write to Paul all the time, 
1 send him cards and no 1 dont 
have a fetish for concrete!” a 
woman who identified herself 
as “shoes” wrote. “1 have read 
many books on his crimes and 
for some reason i hold compas¬ 
sion for him. Its deep in my 
bones and i cant let it go.” 

Another woman, who iden¬ 
tified herself as “brandy99,” 
wrote that she can see a differ¬ 
ence between Bernardo the 
man and Bernardo the criminal.

Ohio brothers hoping to be 
recognized later this year as 
the world’s oldest conjoined 
twins plan to celebrate Sat¬ 
urday as they hit a milestone 
they’ve been looking forward 
to for years. 

Donnie and Ronnie 
Galyon of Beavercreek will be 
62 years, eight months and 
seven days old, and they’ll 
have outlived Eng and Chang 
Bunker, the famous 19th cen¬ 
tury “Siamese Twins.” 

“They are talking about 
it constantly, day in and day 
out,” their younger brother, 
Jim Galyon, told the Dayton 
Daily News as he planned 
a celebratory block party. 
“They’ve been marking their 
calendar off eveiy day, count¬ 
ing down to the day.” 

What they really want, 
though, is recognition from 
Guinness World Records. 
That could happen in Octo¬ 
ber, when they would turn 63 
and pass the record held by 
conjoined twins from Italy. 

The brothers, who are 
joined at the abdomen, 
live with Jim and his wife 
in Beavercreek. The couple 



began caring for the twins 
around the clock four years 
ago, when the men were in 
poor health. The community 
helped with a $170,000 reno¬ 
vation to the home. 

The twins performed in 
carnival sideshows and cir¬ 
cuses until retiring in 1991 
and now spend most of their 
time in a special bed created 
by a team from Maiy Free 
Bed Rehabilitation Hospital 
in Grand Rapids, Mich., The 
Grand Rapids Press reported. 
The slightly offset backrests 
face each other, and the twins 
relax with their legs splayed, 
rather than taking turns lying 
on top of each other on a 
queen-sized bed as they used 
to do.

It 
also said its parental con¬ 
trols go beyond what the 
FTC required from Apple 
when it imposed a $32.5-mil- 
lion US fine on the company 
in January over a similar 
matter. 

Amazon’s Kindle Free 
Time app can limit how 
much time children spend 


on Kindle tablets, and can 
require a personal identi¬ 
fication number for in-app 
purchases, said Amazon 
spokesman Craig Berman. 

“Parents can say — at 
any time, for every purchase 
that’s made — that a PIN is 
required,” he said.

Gerontophilia. 

Bruce LaBruce insists 
it’s still fetish first, 
despite his tale of 
intergenerational 
sex having a notable 
tinge of sweetness 


Toronto filmmaker, under¬ 
ground pomographer and 
all-around boimdaiy-baitmg 
provocateur Bruce LaBruce 
has accomplished something 
downright outrageous with his 
latest picture, Gerontophiha: 
he made something accessible, 
tender and — gasp — sort of 
mainstream. 

In the 50-year-old’s estima¬ 
tion, it’s perhaps the most 
shocking move he could have 


made. 

“I was expecting a certain 
amoimt of backlash (or) blow- 
back,” the director said over cof¬ 
fee at last September’s Toronto 
International Film Festival. 

“I’ve made seven fea¬ 
ture films pretty much all 
with explicit content, and 
suddenly to change gears 
and make something a 
little more accessible, possibly 
a httle more mainstream — 
certainly done more within an 
industiy context, government 
financing, my first union crew, 
etc. 

“I would expect some raised 
eyebrows,” he continued. 

“I’m saying it’s shocking 
sometimes not to be shocking. 
The scandal is that there is no 
scandal.” 

StiU, fans of LaBruce’s more 
nakedly daring work will stiU 
find layers of subtext to chew 


on in what otherwise seems his 
first pleasant trifle. 

Gerontophilia, which 
opens Friday in Toronto, cen¬ 
tres on Lake (newcomer Pier- 
Gabriel Lajoie), an 18-year-old 
who takes a job in a nursing 
home. There, he develops 
feelings for an 81-year-old 
resident of the facility (por¬ 
trayed by the estimable Wal¬ 
ter Borden), and an unlikely 
romance blossoms. 

Although there’s a sweet¬ 
ness to the relationship and 
LaBruce’s film in general, 
he’s characteristically quick 
to undercut it. He wanted 
the film to be about a fetish 
— hence the title — and not 
a stoiy of love overcoming a 
seemingly insurmountable 
difference. 

In other words. Lake doesn’t 
faU for Mr. Peabody in spite of 
their chasmic age disparity, but

precisely because of it. 

“I veiy consciously made 
him not gay-identified — he 
has a girlftiend,” LaBruce said 
of the yoimger character. 

“I also consciously start out 
with his fetish first. That’s why 
the film is about gerontophilia 
— he does have several encoun¬ 


ters with old men where he 
gets excited. 

“He doesn’t quite under¬ 
stand why.” 

The film is LaBruce’s first to 
be deemed acceptable for audi¬ 
ences as young as 14 in Ganada, 
a fact that excited him. 

While it isn’t sexually ex¬ 


plicit, LaBruce’s camera does 
quite intentionally linger on 
Borden’s body, and he acknow¬ 
ledges he was interested in the 
“strong taboo” of sex among 
the elderly. 

“Even within a slightly more 
mainstream context, I wanted 
to have this kind of perhaps 
gently satiric aspect to the 
film,” he said. 

“It is the old man’s body 
that is kind of quote-rmquote 
objectified. He’s the love object. 

“He’s the object of desire. 
And the camera explores his 
body.

1. Prepare a grill for medium- 
low (about 325 F) indirect 
cooking. In a charcoal grill, 
this means banking the hot 
coals to one side of the grill 
and cooking the ribs on the 
cooler side. In a gas grill, this 
means heating the grill with 
all burners on, but turning off 
the burners on one side just 
before putting the food on 
that side. 

2. Remove silver skin from 
the backs of the ribs, if desired. 


3. Place the soaked wood chips 
directly on the hot charcoals, or 
in smoking box if using a gas 
grill (place the box in the grill 
according to manufacturer dir¬ 
ections).

Decks have become an essen¬ 
tial feature of a modem home 
and a hub of activity for life in 
the summer, so most home- 
owners would rather spend 
their time enjoying them, not 
maintaining surfaces. 

The weather across Canada, 
from snow to rain and hot srm, 
can cause serious deck main¬ 
tenance issues, such as a need 
for sanding and staining eveiy 
few years for optimal appear¬ 
ance and durability.

Third 
time's the charm for 
Canadian phenom as 
she reaches her first 
Grand Slam title match 


Canada’s Eugenie Bouchard 
stumbled in her first two Grand 
Slam semifinal appearances 
this year. 

ITie third time proved to be 
the charm Thursday at the All 
England Club. 

Bouchard defeated Roma¬ 
nia’s Simona Halep 7-6 (5), 6-2 
to become the first Canadian to 
advance to the women’s singles 
final at Wimbledon. It was the 
latest achievement in what has 
already been a historic run for 
Bouchard at the sport’s most 
prestigious event. 

“After doing well in the past 
few (Grand) Slams, I’ve been 
believing since the beginning 
of the tournament that 1 can do 
really well,” she said. “I’m just 
tiying to take it one match at a 
time. It’s really important not 
to get ahead of ourselves. 

“1 totally feel like 1 belong, 
and I’m just so excited for the 
next match.” 

The 20-year-old from West- 
mount, Que., has yet to lose 
a set in her six matches so far 
at Wimbledon. No Canadian 
had ever reached the women’s 
singles quarter-finals here in 
the Open era — never mind the
